French In the Crimean war, jnst some flfty 
| years ago, says tbe Liverpool Pool. Colonel 
John Stevens Is asnally claimed as the orig¬ 
inator of the Idea of Irouclado lo 1812, but 
the first ship of the. kinu actually laid di>wu 
was the Stevens battery, designed by bis 
*<»£ for ths United States government In 
1842. One authority claim* for Irunclsda, 
•however, an antiquity ,of centuries. The 
story goes that a certain Viking of 1,500 
year* ago had a great warship made, which 
he called tbe Iron Ram, and all uf this ship 
wbl *b stood out of the water was of Iroil. 
Coming from Action, or rather, legend, to 
something like fact, many historian* on Ibis, 
subject say (bat the Dutch at Antwerp, In 
1583, when that rlly was besieged by the 
Spaniards, built ao enormous flat bottomed 
vessel, armored It with heavy Iron plates, 
and thus constructed what they regarded 
na an Impregnable battery, on that they 
named thrh contrivance ‘‘Finis Belli.” Un¬ 
fortunately this vessel got aground before 
fairly In artlop. and fell Into thmhand* of 
the enemy.
